EDUCTION of fire insurance rates in 

Greater Victoria and throughout the 
Saanich Peninsula, slanted as they are 
towards new construction, should provide 
a welcome stimulus for new homes and 
modern fireproofed buildings in the 
region. The diversified reduction, affect- 
ing the four inner municipalities and 
Central and North Saanich areas as well, 
is an earned tribute to the character of 
the fire prevention work: being done pn 
the southern end of Vancouver Island 
and recognition of the training and 
effectiveness of the fire departments con- 
cerned.
